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Roosevelt's Peace Call Must 

Be Echoed in Action 

B* EVERY American striving to keep war 
out of the world and out of the United 

States, the speech of President Roosevelt at 

Chicago and the subsequent declaration of 

the Department of State will be regarded 


with the warmest welcome. 


The President definitely enunciated a peace 
policy which turns away from the false posi- 
tion of “‘neutrality’’ and recognizes that world 
peace, as well as our own prospect of keeping 
out of war, depends on collective action to 
stop those who make war. 


If he did not specifically mention Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan as the aggressors who 
must be quarantined by the peace-loving na- 
ions, it was nevertheless crystal clear that 
this was his meaning. Clear to America. 
Clear to all democratic countries where his 
speech was applauded. Clear to Germany, 
japan and Italy, where the speech was at- 
tacked and denounced but concealed from 
the masses. Clear to Hearst, whose answer- 
ing attack that the President was ‘‘thinking 
like Woodrow Wilson” coincided almost €x- 
actly with the feeble and nervous answer of 
the Nazis in Germany. 

If there was still any mistaking the 
President, the State Department clarified 
that by definitely stigmatizing Japan as 
an aggressor, as a violator of the Nime- 
Power and Kellogg-Briand Pacts, as one 
of the war menaces which peace-loving 
nations must quarantine. 

Long ago the Communist Party declared 
that the unmistakeable requirement for peace 
was collective international action by the 
peace-loving nations to stop those who are 
clearly the proponents of war. More than 
this: The Soviet Union, pursuing a_ policy 
based on rallying the democratic forces of the 
world has worked patiently, brilliantly and

consistently built support for this same policy. 
Today when it is enunciated by the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the country it comes as an out- 
growth of a mass understanding that world 
fascism and militarist aggression must be de- 
feated as the only road to peace. At the 
same time it is an impetus to that understand- 
ing 

But Comrade Earl Browder, in a statement 
on the speech of Roosevelt, has puta solemn 
warning to the American people: 
“Let us have no illusions,’”’ he says, 
“that the mere enunciation of this policy, 
important as this is, solves the problem. 
We already saw in the last s2ssion of 
Congress how the President’s own party 
contains important forces which do not 
hesitate to block and defeat the Presi- 
dent’s policies.”’ 
the action of the Department of State in 
definitely stigmatizing Japan as an aggressor, 
a violator of treaties and a menace to peace 
can be significant only to the extent that ap- 
propriate action is organized on the principles 
enunciated in it

ized to popularize these demands. Delega- 
tions and picket lines must visit Japanese 
consulates By the same token, America 


must end the shameless, even though partial, 
embargo which interferes with China's ob- 
taining the means to defend itself against this 
aggression Turn the embargo against Japan! 

lhe same condemnation and boycott must 
be applied to Germany and Italy. 

More important. Recall that the declara 
mon of President Roosevelt put new courage 
and vigor into the non-fascist countries of the 
league of Nations, which immediately and 
openly condemned Japan. The powerful in- 
ternational repercussions of this one speech 
are only an indication of the force that can 
be exerted for peace when peace forces act 
together 

The United States can be an even more 
powerful factor for peace if it puts this policy 
enunciated by President Roosevelt into actual 
practice by joining the Soviet Union and 
China in a Pacific Pact of Non-Aggression. 
The moral and economic force of the United 
States must be aligned with the Soviet Union 
in its already brilliant and effective campaign 
to rally the world front of democracy.

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The Difference Between 
Minus and Plus 


HE American Federation of Labor Con- 


vention is in session now in Denver. 


The Committee for Industria] Organization 
is holding a national conference starting Mon- 
day, October 11, in Atlantic City. 


And the contrast between the two is that 
of pole to pole, the difference between minus 
and plus. 

In Denver, a convention packed with* yes- 
men for the AFL Executive Council is en- 
gaged in destruction. Its program is an- 
nounced as war on the CIO and war on the 
National Labor Relations Board—the most 
reactionary program ever considered by the 
AFL. The guiding force is William Hutch- 
eson, czar of the Carpenters Union, who was 
the “labor front’’ for the MHearst-Liberty 
League-Landon forces in the 1936 election. 
And in carrying out this program, President 
William Green has made thinly veiled and 
strongly worded pleas for support from the 
employer interests of America. 

As day is to night, so will the CIO con- 
ference in Atlantic City be in comparison. 
Presided over by John L. Lewis, this meeting 
will canvass the mighty work of organization 
achieved by the CIO, which has placed it as 
the largest and most powerful labor center in 
the country. And it will plan how further to 
increase the present 3,700,000 membership 
of the CIO, on the basis of industria] union- 
ism. 

The CIO conference will also consider re- 
ports upon its policies, including cooperation 
with the working farmers and the middle- 
class people for mutual assistance, independ- 
ent political action by labor, the question of 
labor unity, the fight against fascist forces in 
America. 

The AFL convention is dominated by re- 
action; the CIO conference will be imbued 
with the spirit of progress. 

It is sharply ironic that at the current AFL 
convention a feeble attempt to promote a lit- 
tle democracy—to require 100 instead of 30 
delegates to move to close debate—was in- 
troduced by the ultra-conservative William 
Mahon, and was defeated. 

The irony of Hutcheson, Green, Woll, 
Frey, Beck & Co. posing as defenders of 
democracy will not escape the attention of 
the millions of American workers in the AFL 
and CIO and those who are yet to be or 


ganized. 


Honest Unionism vs. Company 
Unionism, is the Issue 


“NTO LAW or parole violations are 1n- 

1 volved. Obviously you are acting as 
the servant of discredited labor officials and 
forces hostile to progressive labor. This is a 
clear case of persecution. Will fight the edict 

_. before the bar of public opinion and the 
courts if necessary.” 

In a telegram. from the Modesto Defense 
Committee and Z. R. Brown, Maritime Fed- 
eration District Council No. 2 secretary, the 
members of the State Board of Prison Terms 
and Paroles were thus emphatically chal- 
lenged on their unprecedented ultimatum to 
Robert J. Fitzgerald either to resign as Ma- 
rine Firemen’s Union secretary pro tem or to 
return to San Quentin Prison for two years. 

George Anderson, Marine Firemen’s attor- 
ney, also branded the action as flagrant per- 
secution of a man who was one of the nine 
Modesto Boys railroaded to prison in the in- 
famous Standard Oil frame-up of 1935. 

The board's ultimatum clearly shows the 
line-up of anti-labor forces coalescing against 
militant, progressive unionism. It shows 1B, 
Ferguson, ousted-and discredited MFOW sec- 
retary and his reactionary clique, in a united 
front. with the labor-haters of the Prison 
Board. When you remember Ferguson was 
trying to split the Maritime Federation as part 
of the Teamster officials’ dirty work in their 


recent blockade against the longshoremen 
and warehousemen, the picture is still more 
complete. 


No reason was stated for the arbitrary or- 
der to Fitzgerald; none need be. It is obvi- 
ous that this is another attack by open-shop 
forces against the waterfront unions, cooper- 
ating with reactionary AFL officials and anti- 
CIO elements on the waterfront. ‘As in the 
Teamster officials’ blockade, the issue 1s clear- 
ly one of honest, progressive unionism Vs: 
company unionism. 

If this latest anti-labor move is to be de- 
feated, every honest union member, AFL and 
CIO unions, people's organizations generally, 
must act immediately to protest to the Prison 
Board along the lines of the Modesto De- 
fense Committee's telegram printed above. 
The board members are Secretary Charles L: 
Cox. David F. Bush, Joseph H. Stephens and 
Fred Esola. Their address is Ferry Building, 
San Francisco. Let them hear the resound. 
ing protest of you and your union.

WESTERN WORKER 


By WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 


William S. Schneiderman, 
State Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party of California, 
addressed a special plenum 
of Party functionaries and 
leaders Sunday, September 26, 
on the drive to build a daily 
newspaper and a_ powertul 
party on the Pacific Coast. 
The following statement is a 
digest of his speech: 
Comrades: The subject under 

discussion today is Party build- 
ing and the building of the 
Party Press, in the light of the 
political tasks we have _ before 
us. We have not given enough 
attention to the key question of 
how we are going to solve the 
organizational prob‘ems which 
arise out of the struggles in 
which our Party is engaged. 
We find that the decisions of 
the Central Committee of last 
June have not yet sufficiently 
penetrated down below to the 
membership of the Party—to 
every last unit of the Party. 

We have had a number of 
achievements in our mass work, 
which have not been equalled, 
however, by organizational re- 
sults. There is a lag recently 
in recruiting, together with the 
ever-present problem of member- 
ship-fluctuation; this organiza- 
tional lag endangers our poli- 
tical successes, and makes more 
difficult the carrying through of 
the immediate tasks ahead of 
us. 

The Party is now entering 
on the biggest campaign it has 
ever undertaken, one which 
will test the Party, in our 
drive to establish a Daily 
Western Worker on the Pacific 
Coast, which means not only 
to complete a record financial 
drive, but to make the neces- 
sary political and organization- 
al preparations, so that the 
new Daily can be launched on 
Jan. Ist. 

Side by side with the task of 
raising finances and increasing 
circulation, how can we tie in 
the question of Party building 
with the Western Worker drive? 
Why is it, that after several 
weeks of preparation before La- 
bor Day, we find that in the 
first three weeks of the Drive, 
we have such a dangerous lag 
which reflects a certain amount 
of passivity among the member- 
ship, and also a certain amount 
of, shall we say, self-complac- 
ency among leading comrades 
who do not see the size of the 
job we have, and think it can 
be accomplished in the same old 
way, as past drives.were? Why 
is it, that we have come almost 
to take for granted the enormous 
membership-fluctuation, which 
almost eats up the entire Party 
recruiting in California? 


hey to Problem \ 


At the June Plenum of our 
Central Committee, it was point- 
ed out that at no time in the 
history of the Party have we 
worked in such a favorable ob- 
jective situation. There is a trem- 
endous amount of activity of the 
masses. The masses are in mo- 
tion, and, most important of 
all, the mass movements of the 
country today, have generally 
adopted many of the slogans for 
which our Party fought almost 
alone, for a number of years. 
We have the task of not only 
becoming a part of this united 
front mass movement, but of 
broadening it and raising it to 
a higher level. 

This can only be done if we 
learn how to build the Party 
in the present situation. To 
strengthen our connections with 
the non-Party masses in the 
united front movement; and con- 
duct our Party work in such a 
way the masses will recognize 
the Party and will see our poli- 
cies being carried out in action, 
and see our Party members play- 
ing the active, leading role that 
they do: this is the key to the 
problem. 

We are approaching the im- 
portant 1938 state and congres- 
sional elections, and in California 
as elsewhere, political realign- 
ments are in the process of 
formation. We find that in the 
labor movement, there is a much 
greater political consciousness and 
activity on the outstanding poli- 
tical issues of the day. In the 
Democratic party, we see the 
small group of Democratic As- 
semblymen who made up the 
progressive bloc in the last State 
Legislature, have become the 
nucleus of a growing movement 
of progressive Democrats who 
are working for the nomination 
and election of progressives in 
1938. 


New Alignment 


Then there is the work of the 
California People’s Legislative 
Conference, which has become a 
recognized political factor; as a 
result of the record of the last 
Legislature, which defeated near- 
ly all labor legislation and did 
not allow a single progressive 
measure -to be adopted, due 
mainly to a reactionary Republi- 
can State Senate, a movement 
has arisen, and endorsed by the 
State Federation of Labor con- 
vention, for a unicameral (one- 
house) legislature elected by pro- 
portional representation, which 
can become a major .issue in 
California in 1938. 

We also have the example of 
Eureka, where a group Oi un- 
ions banded themselves together 
in Labor’s Non-Partisan League, 
and elected four out of eight 
candidates in the municipal elec- 
tions. We can expect, in the 
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future, that Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League will take shape through- 
out the state, drawing in AFL 
and CIO unions. 


We have discussed these ques- 
tions at the top, but it has not 
sufficiently been brought down 
below to the membership. In 
the trade unions, particularly 
AFL, the movement for inde- 
pendent political action is still 
very weak. In the municipal 
elections, San Francisco and Sac- 
ramento, we have seen the pas- 
sivity of the Party organizations 
which up to the present, only 
a few weeks before the elections, 
have not yet been mobilized for 
a real mass campaign. 


Organization Tasks 


We can trace cown these short- 
comings to the weaknesses in 
the work of the Assembly Dis- 
trict Branches, shop and indus- 
trial units, and trade union frac- 
tionS; a chain is no stronger than 
its weakest link. It is not enough 
to participate in a united front 
movement, but to bring forward 
the independent role of the party 
in each neighborhood, in each 
factory, in each union or other 
*mass organization. 


Let us take the issue of the 
attempted revival of the anti- 
picketing ordinance in San Fran- 
cisco, after it was repealed only 
last May by the voters. 

The Party must come for- 
ward in this campaign as an 
active force, not only to de- 
feat the new ordinance but to 
drive home the necessity for 
independent political action by 
labor, by showing how gains 
made by the trade unions 
through economic action must 
be re-inforced by political ac- 
tion. 

Then we have to clear up 
corfusion that is created through 
the distortion of correct slogans. 
Our fight for a Farmer-Labor 
Party has taken root, but when 
some elements among the pro- 
gressives raise the premature 
slogan of a third party in the 
°38 elections, it is our job to 
make them understand the line 
of our Party, adopted at the 
June meeting of the Central 
Committee, to ink the movement 
for a Farmer-Labor party with 
the progressive forces in the De- 
mocratic party, and against any 
premature, isolated third party 
groupings. When the Roosevelt 
administration utilized the sen- 
timent of the American people 
to ‘Keép America out of War” 
by adonting neutrality legisla- 
tion which aids the fascist ag- 
gressors, we have the task of 
explaining to the masses how to 
“Keep America out of War by 
keeping war out of the world.” 


Use of “Western” 


When the reactionaries attempt 
to cover up their program behind 
liberal phrases and_ distorting 
American history and traditions, 
we have to show that our fight 
for democracy and peace is 
really following American tradi- 
tions, and that “Communism is 
Twentieth Century American- 
ism.” 

The Western Worker, prope 
erly utilized, can play a trem- 
endeusly important role in 
carrying out these tasks. Not 
only do most of our Party 
members not utilize it, but a 
large number do not even read 
it, as is evident from some 
of the questions they raise. 
When it becomes a daily, it 
will be a hundredfold more 
effective as an educator, an 
organizer, and above ail a re- 
cruiting agent for the Party. 

The same thing can be said 

if we examine our tasks in the 
trade unions. The Communists 
are the foremost fighters for the 
organizing of the unorganized, 
for industrial unionism, for trade 
union democracy, and for unity 
in the labor movement; that is 
why we wholeheartedly support 
the building of the ClO. 

But this raises a number of 
problems for us, particularly on 
the West Coast. The AFL has 
a strongly-entrenched machine 
in some cities where there are 
no mass production industries, 
and where the craft unions are 
strongly-organized, as in San 
Francisco, they are still the pre- 
domirart force. The CIO has en- 
trenched itself in the main indus- 
tries, maritime, lumber, agricul- 
ture, oil, auto, aircraft rubber. 
In some of the smaller unions 
it has suffered some temporary 
setbacks. It Is now engaged in 
a crucial struggle with the Team- 
sters officialdom, which has be- 
come the spearhead of the AFL- 
employers drive against the CIO 
on the West Coast, and the 
Maritime, agricultural, and lum- 
ber unions are bearing the brunt 
of the attacks. The fight to build 
the CIO is a fight for labor 
unity, and this means we have 
not given up the fight to win 
the AFL membership to pro- 
gressive policies. 


The Red Scare 


After the State Federation of 
Labor convention, some tenden- 
cies existed of dubbing the en- 
tire AFL reactionary, giving up 
the fight in AFL unions, with- 
drawing from the State Federa- 
tion and central labor bodies be- 
cause the leadership is controlled 
by reactionaries. With the expul- 
sion of the CIO unions from 
these bodies, the heart was taken 
out of the AFL progressives, 
and their fight is of course made 
more difficult, but the struggle 
in the AFL unions for unity 
and for progressive policies must 
continue, and will only be weak- 
ened if progressive AFL unions 
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withdraw from their central la- 
bor bodies and the State Federa- 
tion. 

Then there is the ‘‘Red scare.” 
The charge of the employers and 
AFL Burocrats that the CIO is 
“Communistic,” and everyone 
who fights for progressive poli- 
cies is a Communist. This, of 
course, is not true and we have 
to answer it. The Communists 
are only a small minority; they 
are not the only progressives. 
But is it enough to tell the 
workers that red-baiting is only 
a subterfuge, and that this or 
that individual is O. K. because 
he is NOT a Communist? Is it 
not necessary to educate the 
workers that Communists make 
the best and most loyal trade 
union builders and fighters? That 
if an individual IS a Communist, 
all the more reason why he can 
be trusted and supported, be- 
cause his policies are correct? 


Beating the Scare 


Is it not necessary to pick the 
time and place when some com 
rade can get up and say: “Yes, 
I am a Communist; but I do not 
stand for whatHearst, or Van- 
deleur, or Green says I stand 
for. My membership in the Com- 
munist Party does not prevent 
me from being a good union 
man; on the contrary, if I were 
n’t a good union man, I couldn't 
belong to the Party, which is a 
workers’ party having no inter- 
ests -which are not the interests 
of the working-class. 

‘We Communisis stand for 
progressive policies in the un- 
ion, and will work loyally with 
all honest union members for 
those policies. We are not out 
to ‘control’ or ‘capture’ the 
union; we believe in control 
by the rank and file and in 
unity, which means that it 
doesn’t matter what political 
affiliation, what color, what 
religion a man has, we are 
fighting for the same _ thing 
against the same enemy, we 
both belong to the same class.” 

Will this not strengthen us in 
the fight against the red scare’? 
Yes, and if we follow it up by 
individual contact, by utilization 
of the Western Worker and Party 
literature and bulletins and leaf- 
lets, we wlll build the Party 
in the unions and industries. And 
we must go further; we must 
choose the time and place, when 
we can even come forward and 
explain that we are a Party 
fighting fcr Socialism, as the 
only final solution; that we are 
carrying out American revolu- 
tionary traditions, that there Is 
nothing un-American about our 
fight for a free, happy, and pros- 
perous country without exploit- 
ers. 

In such a way the issue of 
the red seare is effectively 
squelched, not by evading the 
issue and giving iuel to the 
reactionaries, but by meeting 
it head-on. 

There is a very simple way to 
explain the Party position, wnich 
our comrades overlook, and that 
is by spreading the Western 
Worker in the unions. Where 
comrades understood the value 
of the Party press, they have 
used it effectively and have util- 
ized it to build the Party. We 
must make this the goal oi every 
unit and ‘fraction: to see that 
the union members read the 
Western Worker. During th 
teamsters’ embargo on the water- 
front ,the waterfront is literally 
flooded with leaflets and bulle- 
tins of every kind, issued by 
‘he CIO, by the AFL, by capi- 
talist extras; but the Western 
Yorker is conspicuous by its ab- 
sence, and the workers we have 
to reach—the teamsters—do not 
get it at all; they are told they 
are “picketing against Commu- 
nism,’ and they are tne ones we 
must reach. 


Telling the “Western” 


Of course there are difficulties 
in the face of “goon” squads. 
3ut this is not the main reason: 
our comrades do not see the 
Western Worker and the Mari- 
time Worker as the most power- 
ful instrument to break down 
the Red scare, and the means 
of building the Party in the 
midst of struggle. We broke 
down that resistance during the 
last maritime strike; we broke 
it down to such an extent that 
before the strike was over, the 
Western Worker was received on 
every picket line, in every union 
hall, and was as widely read 
as the “Voice of the Federation.” 
Yet we have not learned from 
the experience of that strike, and 
in the present struggle, we have 
to face the same problem all 
over again. 

We will solve it if we arouse 
the Party membership in the 
unions to censciousness of the 
need for building the Party 
_and our press, without which 
all their work in the unions 
is built on sand. We must 
instill in every Party member 
a feeling, that when something 
iappens, his first reaction will 
be to see that it is recorded 
in the Western Worker, and 
that the ‘‘Western” reaches his 
union members. We want to 
see it sold openly at union 
meetings, at shop gates; there 
is no reason why we have to 
sneak around back doors. We 
want it read and discussed in 
the union hails, and in the 
factories on the workers’ lunch 
hour. 

The Western Worker can be a 
powerful instrument for mass 
education for Socialism. We must 
try to make it so, especially
